Preface

express the measure of Mount Calvary's appreciation of the faith- 
ful ministries of Rev. Mapson nor can the members of Mount 
Calvary tell the whole story of such a marvelous leader. In this book, 
as you may sce, others join us in this impossible endeavor. 


Rev. Mapson has been and still is an important influence in 
the Newark community, the State of New Jersey and in the Nation- 


al Christian arena. He not only has served in the strictly ri 
arca but he has been a dynamic mover in political and civic affairs 


such as Chairman of the New Jersey State Parole Board, the Newark 


Library Trustee Board, the NAACP, the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference, the Girl and Boy Scouts, etc. 


The Souvenir Book Committee, obviously, is not attempting to 
do a literary work but is unleaching the joyful emotions of the 
hearts of the Mount Calvary Baptist Church in expressing thanks- 
giving for the privilege of having such a wonderfully, magnificent 
Minister at the head of our church. 


May we thank all of our friends and servicers who have joined 
in making this book and dedicating it to our Minister and his 


lovely family. 


THE SOUVENIR BOOK COMMITTEE 
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hundred sixty-nine sheep were added to the flock 
under Shepherd Mapson. 

In January, 1940 Rev. Mapson accepted the call 
from Mt. Canaan Baptist Church in Talladega, Ala- 
bama and found a discouraged and disheartened 
membership that had been without a pastor for quite 
a while. It didn’t take long for Mt. Canaan, under 
Rev. Mapson's leadership, to totally renovate the 
church house, clear all debts, and provide the com- 
munity with many new and useful services. 

It was in Talladega where Rev. Mapson met and 
married Georgia Mae Taylor, a member of the Mt. 
Canaan congregation. After three fruitful years of 
pastoring the Mt. Canaan congregation, Rev. Mapson 
was called to the Metropolitan’ Baptist Church in 
Columbus, Georgia. Here again he was greeted by a 
congregation of lost hope, and a church house needing 
drastic repairs. This Minister was not above menial 
labor, though. He rolled up his sleeves, took soap and 
water, washed every window in the church, scrubbed 
the floors, and washed every seat in the church to 
make them presentable and clean for the congrega- 
tion. Although his pastorate only lasted some 18 
months at this church, Metropolitan became the lead- 
ing church of Columbus. Many ministers followed the 
example set by Rev. Mapson. 

On the fourth Sunday in August, 1944 the people 
of the Tabernacle Baptist Church in West Palm 
Beach, Florida saw dawn a new day with the coming 
of Rev. Jesse Wendell Mapson's dynamic style of 
preaching, his innovative ideas and his salutary lead- 
ership. In three years 600 members were added to the 
congregation and $92,000 was raised for all the causes 
behind which the church stands. 

The Mount Calvary Baptist Church of Newark, 
New Jersey called Rev. Mapson in July 1947. For the 
sixth time, God had other work for this natural born 
Christian leader. Now, another Church congregation 
had called him to lead them. Mount Calvary was 
1,410 miles away from this leader, but in October of 
1947 on the second Sunday, Rev. Jesse Wendell Map- 
son officially began his ministry with the Mount 
Calvary Baptist Church. 

Whe he arrived, he found a congregation heavy 
laden with debts, drooped in spirit, and blighted 
with discord and internal strife. A total of $43,300 
was the outstanding indebtedness of the church when 
Rey. Mapson came. ‘The first thing he did was to find 
out how many members were with the church and 
how many would work with him in a program to 
liquidate this indebtedness and bring into the church 
a spirit of fellowship and cooperation. Indeed he had 
the church adopt a motto which was “Loyalty and 
Cooperation.” Increasingly, the members began to 
love cach other and work together as they fell in line 
with the program as set forth by the Pastor. 

The achievements of the first few years of to- 
getherness included liquidating the entire indebted-

Rey. Jesse Wendell Mapson was born in Bullock 
County, Alabama, about 30 miles south of Montgom- 
ery. Early in his life he had felt a divine call to pro- 
claim the word of the Lord. In fact, his mother called 
him “her preacher” when he was born. She stated that 
she had asked God to give her a son who would be a 
preacher, d 3 

At the tender age of eight, he was baptized into 
the Pine Grove Baptist Church where he soon became 
very active. He led devotions and taught a Sunday 
School Class. As he grew in age, he grew in know. 
ledge, wisdom, and grace and accepted the Divine 
Call at the age of 14, and was licensed to prcach. 

Rev. Mapson continued his education in Mont- 
gomery at the Booker T. Washington High School. 
He proceeded to Selma University in Selma, Alabama 
where he earned both the Bachelor of Arts and the 
Bachelor of Theology degrees. After his graduation, 
he taught in the public schools of Barbour County, 
Alabama until he was called to the pastorate of the 
largest Baptist Church in Brundidge, Alabama. 

The County Line Baptist Church in Brundidge 
was engulfed in a long and large debt when Rev. 
Mapson came but while he was there the debt was 
paid and 262 members were added to the congregation 
of 900. After a five-year pastorate at County Line, he 
accepted the call to the First African Baptist Church 
in Bainbridge, Georgia. There too, he found a large 
and long standing debt but quickly stood up to the 
challenge and lead the church in clearing their debts 
in six months. During the bleak depression period of 
the thirties, this was tantamount to a miracle. Two

This fabulous new church house brought along 
with it the more than $169,000 of debt. The untiring 
work, uninhibited concern, and unparalleled dedi- 
cation of Pastor Mapson and the congregation, which 
had been badly decimated by the move and the large 
debt, caused the mortgage to be paid off by 196 

Through his leadership, the church has a life 
membership in the NAACP, and has contributed 
unselfishly to the Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference, organized by the late Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. since the Montgomery Bus Boycott. Rev. 
Mapson believes that total justice and equality will 
come to his people through love, unitedness, and. by 
the intelligent use of the ballot. He has taught his 
parishioners to register and vote. This has been one 
of the marvelous achievements of his ministry. Mt. 
Calvary is a registered and a voting church. 

The construction of the mew church house was 
not the end. 1n 1969 construction was completed on 
the Mt. Calvary Urban Renewal Homes, which was 
to provide low cost housing to families and are locat- 
ed at 100 and 244 Chadwick Avenue in Newark. 

The original plans for the church included air 
conditioning and partitioned classrooms for the Sun- 
day School. Over the past five years this has been 
accomplished with the installation of a $40,000 central 
air conditioning system and the installation of parti- 
tions in the Sunday School area, for classroom privacy. 
‘Lhe latest accomplishment of his leadership has been 
the aquisition of the two lots directly north of the 
church to be improved and used for additional park- 
ing for our church patrons. 

Rev. Mapson completes his thirtieth year with 
the Mount Calvary Baptist Church and has advanced 
the church in the community with his association 
with the New Jersey State Parole Board, of which he 
served as chairman; the chaplain of the Essex County 
Jail for two and one-half years; a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Essex County Mental 
Health Association; member of the Board of Directors 
of CHRILL; and a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Greater Newark Council of Churches. 

Currently, he served as the Moderator of the 
North Jersey Baptist Association, since 1970; د‎ mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the Newark Public 
Library since 1964, twice being President of the Board 
and presently Treasurer; and as President of the Mt. 
Calvary Urban Renewal Homes, Inc. 

"These are only a fraction of the accomplishments 
and services of this remarkable preacher of the Gospel. 
Now the Officers and Members of the Mount Calvary 
Baptist Church come together to acknowledge thirty 
years of togetherness, Pastor and Pcople. For thirty 
years Rev. Mapson has lead Mt. Calvary in being a 
steadfast ship in tempestuous seas. Truly his dedica- 
tion, loyalty, and service throughout his thirty ycars 
with Mt. Calvary has proved his work to be a unilying 
force of dedication and commitment and an unselfish 
labor of love.

ness in four years, the laying of a cornerstone, decor- 
ating the interior of the church house putting new 
carpets on the floor, renovating the pulpit and choir 
stand, installing new chimes and tone cabinets for 
the organ, purchasing of a new grand piano, and the 
redecorating of the parsonage. 

By this time, the membership had grown tre- 
mendously. The fellowship and brotherly love filled 
the sanctuary every Sunday morning with a fragrance 
so sweet as to [ill the hearts of all who entered. By 
the end of Rev. Mapson's sixth year as pastor of Mt 
Calvary, 2,405 members were added to the congreg 
tion of 385. Since the coming of Rev Mapson, a 
church office was instituted and a full-time secretary 
employed. A full-time janitor was also added. The 
Music Department, consisting of four choirs was 
placed under the direction of one individual, Mr. 
Boyd V. May, whose title is the Minister of Music. 

"The Ushers Board, which was two separate groups 
(Men and Women), who consolidated into one Usher 
Board, The Senior Ushers, and the Junior Usher 
Board was added. The Intermediate Usher Board was 
added in the early 1950's. 

In 1954, Mount Calvary sent its Minister abroad, 
making it possible for him to visit thirteen countries 
in Europe and the Middle East, including the “Holy 
Land." ‘The Church celebrated the twentieth year of 
her organization in thanksgiving and fellowship with- 
in the hearts and minds of the congregation. That a 
church could spring off in 1935 and begin serving 
the community with as little as it had, and call a 
minister to lead them into liquidating deep indebted- 
ness as well as making advancements in all realms 
of service to the people seemed to have been a miracle. 
Indeed it was extraordinary, but, the real miracle 
was ahead of Rev. Mapson and the Mount Calvary 
congregation. 

A great blow was dealt to Rev. Mapson and 
Calvary when the Newark Housing Authority in 1957 
purchased the beloved site at 242-244 Prince Street 
to begin a high-rise Low-cost Housing Project in the 
arca where the church was located. 

The ten years of togetherness between Rev. 
Mapson and the Mount Calvary Church was threat- 
ened. The evening broadcasts were ended in May of 
1958 after eight years of success. The next month, the 
Mt. Calvary congregation was forced to find tempor- 
ary quarters as the membership staggered and many 
became disheartened. 

There were, however, many who did not become 
disheartened. Led by Rev. Mapson a new church 
house was built on the corner of Seymour and Haw- 
thorne Avenues at a cost of 500,000 dollars, After 
months of prayer and work, the congregation march- 
ed into the new sanctuary on September 27, 1959. 


This sanctuary seats over 1,100 people, operates a 
full-time child day care center and operated a baby
